I know the: old boilers of the 
Yesso; they had longitudinal stays. Tho 
boilers lasted about nine years, ‘Thoy were 
once sent to us to repair, and the Chiof 
Engineer painted out what was required to 
de done, The condition of the boilers then, 
shewed that tho engineers had. been yer 
particular with them. The .parts whic 
required repaira done to them were the 
superheater and the bottom. part of the 
boiler. I have seen the present boilers, 
The fracture in the starboard boiler. was 
caused by the chemical and mechanical 
action combined. Boilers with fae stays 
of that kind aro generally land boilers, ot 
small diameter. Fresh water is generally 
used in them, Whon the surface of iron is 
corroded, corrosion progresses more rapidly 
at the latter stages. When iron is subjeot~ 
ed to straining and vibration, it is liable to 


crystallization, which destroys the fibres, | 


Tho gusset stays did not appear to me to be 
of sufficient thickness; I should ase matter 
of practicn haye used # of an inch. The 
back plate’ was laminated and-of poor iron ;

The greatest corrosion 
in the plate down below was at the lapping. 
I think it gave way there first; a good Low- 
moor plate would not’ have torn off in that 
manner. On that plate there wero light 
angled irons, which ware stays in them- 
selves} therefore it should’ not havo’ been 
wenk there. When the plate was ‘in its 
place in the boiler, the oxtent of the corro~ 
sion would not be visible to the eye if you 
only made an exemination with o lamp. 
Tapping would not reveal. the defect; 3 
required a good hard thump, but it was in 
such @ position that it could not be thumped. 

Oross-examined !—Lowntoor iron varies in 
quality. I have found Lowmoor plate is- 
sued i, the navy defective. We have to 
test.

To resume our remarks on the new 
scheme for promoting emigration from 
China to Peru; it may be granted that 
former abuses -were twofold, viz, ill- 
treatment of the Chinese labourers on tho 
Peruvian estates ; and fraudulent, forced 
shipment at this end.
